II  PROGRAM  GOALS  AND  OBJECTIVES 

The  legislature  of  the  State  of  Montana  declares  it  to  be 
the  policy  of  this  state  to  safeguard  the  public  health, 
safety  and  welfare  and  to  protect  the  public  from  being 
misled  by  unscrupulous,  incompetent  and  unauthorized 
persons.  The  boards  protect  the  public  from  unprofessional 
conduct  by  licensees  and  help  assure  the  availability  of  the 
highest  quality  services  from  their  licensees. 

III  PROGRAM  DESCRIPTION 

The  statutory  authority  vested  in  the  various  boards  of  the 
Bureau  includes: 

-  Implementing  and  enforcing  qualifications  for  licensure. 

Preparing   when   necessary,   conducting   and   evaluating 
examinations . 

-  Issuing  licenses. 

-  Renewing  of  licenses. 

-  Requiring  continuing  education  credits  for  licensure  where 
specified  by  law. 

-  Investigating  legal  infractions. 

-  Holding    hearings   and   determining   the   disposition   of 
complaints . 

-  Denying,  suspending  or  revoking  licenses. 

-  Levying  fines  under  jurisdiction  of  appropriate  boards. 

-  Inspecting  businesses  where  appropriate. 

-  Approving  school  curricula  where  specified  by  law. 

-  Conducting  Board  meetings. 

-  Periodically    adopting   rules   to   implement   legislative 
changes .

V     BUREAU  DESCRIPTION 

A.  Administrative Support   -   The    administrative   support 

encompasses  a  supervisor,  13  administrative  assistants,  a 
receptionist  and  two  secretaries,  who  handle  the  above 
boards.  The  number  of  boards  assigned  to  each  administrative 
assistant  depends  on  the  complexity  of  the  boards. 

B.  Investigative  Unit  -  The  Investigative  Unit  is  comprised  of 
a  supervisor  and  three  investigators.  The  duties  of  the 
investigators  are  not  only  investigating  board  complaints, 
but  auditing  of  trust  accounts  and  checking  shops  for 
compliance  of  the  Cosmetology  Board  law. 

C.  Automation  Unit  -  is  comprised  of  a  programmer  and  assistant 
who  create  programs;  print  licenses  &  labels;  keep  the 
computer  system  operating  smoothly. 
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Creation  of  the  automation  unit  has  saved  many  manual  hours 
not  only  in  general  office  work,  but  has  removed  stress  as 
well  as  many  overtime  hours  which  were  necessary  during  peak 
renewal  periods.  The  system  also  provides  ability  to 
respond  to  questions  concerning  licensing. 

VI    BUREAU  ACCOMPLISHMENTS /OBJECTIVES 
A.   Accomplishments: 

1 .  Automation : 

a.  Implemented  a  new  automation  system  dealing 
primarily  with  the  renewal  process.  Each  board 
placed  on  the  system  saved  many  hours  during  the 
peak  renewal  periods. 

The  staff  has  quickly  taken  advantage  of  the 
computer  to  assist  them  with  their  work  loads.  The 
Bureau  is  a  year  ahead  of  schedule  in  getting  all 
boards  on  the  system  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Department  Data  Processing   Manager. 

2 .  Legal  Costs/Complaints: 

a.  Having  attorneys  on  staff  for  the  Bureau  instead  of 
contracting  with  them  from  a  department  pool  has 
been  implemented  with  considerable  success.  The 
continuity  of  having  the  same  attorney  serving  the 
same  board  has  been  beneficial  from  the  standpoint 
of  time  and  cost. 

b.  The  number  of  complaints  has  increased  each  year  and 
they  have  been  handled  in  an  expeditious  manner  by 
the  legal  staff.  The  need  for  an  additional  legal 
staff  person  may  result  from  an  increase  in 
complaints. The  idea  of  a  permanent  contract  hearings 
officer  will  also  be  investigated  and  could  reduce 
time  and  costs. 

c.  Please  refer  to  page  16  &  17  for  information 
concerning  complaints. 

3 .  Boards : 

In  order  to  effectively  accomplish  their  legal 
mandates,  all  boards:  continually  revise  their 
rules  and  procedures  as  a  results  of  legislative 
changes,  to  clear  up  ambiguities,  eliminate 
cumbersome  procedures,  stay  abreast  of  national 
standards,  and  better  define  the  scope  of  practice 
and   qualifications   needed.     In    addition,    the 
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following  special  accomplishrnents  are  noted: 

a.  The  Board  of  Cosmetologists  has  redone  their 
rules  to  be  in  compliance  with  health  standards  and 
better  protect  the  public.  These  rules  should  be 
completed  by  FY88.  They  have  also  rewritten  their 
exam  procedures  to  ensure  that  examiners  are  not 
biased  and  to  set  consistent  procedures  for  each 
exam. 

b.  The  Board  of  Dentistry  now  has  the  authority  to 
issue  fines  not  to  exceed  $5,000  per  incident,  as  a 
license  discipline  sanction.  They  are  also  able  to 
recover  reasonable  costs  of  proceedings  when  a 
licensee  has  been  subjected  to  disciplinary  action. 

c.  The  Board  of  Denturitry  will  be  merged  with  the 
Board  of  Dentistry  effective  July  1,  1987.  The 
membership  of  the  Board  of  Dentists  will  consist  of 
four  dentists,  one  denturist,  one  dental  hygienist 
and  two  lay  persons,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  senior 
citizen . 

d.  The  Electrical  Board  and  Plumbing  Board  were 
transferred  to  the  Building  Codes  Bureau  of  the 
Business  Regulation  Division.  This  was  a  reduction 
of  over  4,000  licensees  for  the  Bureau. 

e.  The  Board  of  Hearing  Aid  Dispensers  will  begin 
using  a  professionally  validated  exam.  They  will 
also  purchase  a  biocustsics  model  testing  machine 
for  use  in  the  practical  examination  and  as  a 
training  tool  for  trainee  applicants.  Their  goal  is 
also  to  educate  the  public  on  the  proper  procedure 
for  purchasing  a  hearing  aid. 

f.  The  Medical  Examiners  have  been  working  on  an 
impaired  physician  program  to  be  presented  to  the 
legislature  with  implementation  hopefully  by  the 
next  biennium. 

g.  The  Board  of  Morticians  was  audited  by  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission  regarding  preneed  and 
prearranged  funeral  regulations.  No  response  has 
been  received  at  this  time. 

h.  The  Board  of  Nursing  submitted  a  petition  for, 
and  was  granted,  continued  recognition  as  a  state 
agency  for  approval  of  nursing  education  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Education  for  a  period  of  four  years. 

In  cooperation  with  the  schools  of  professional 
nursing,  the  Board  studied  and  proposed  revisions  of 
the  Standards  for  Montana   Schools   of   Professional 
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Nursing . 

The  Board  participated  in  the  performance  audit  of 
Montana  Nursing  Education  Programs  conducted  by  the 
Legislative  Auditor. 

i.  The  Board  of  Occupational  Therapists  became  part 
of  the  department  in  FY86.  The  Board  consists  of 
three  occupational  therapists  and  two  public 
members . 

j.  The  Board  of  Optometrists  has  received  permission 
from  the  Legislature  to  dispense  specific 
therapeutic  drugs  for  pain  and  to  treat  eye 
diseases . 

k.  The  Board  of  Physical  Therapists  is  now  able  to 
have  direct  patient  access  without  referral  by  a 
physician.  The  Board  was  changed  to  include  one 
physician  and  one  public  member. 

1 .  The  Board  of  Professional  Engineers  and 
Professional  Land  Surveyors  has  worked  diligently 
with  the  other  Western  Zone  states  to  write  an 
examination  for  land  surveyors  in  the  western  zone 
on  public  domain.  This  exam  is  now  in  place.  The 
board's  records  on  the  mainframe  computer  have  now 
been  transferred  to  the  department's  computer 
system.  This  is  one  of  the  last  boards  to  be  added 
to  the  department  computer  system. 

m.  The  Board  of  Psychologists  has  been  reviewing 
their  rules  and  hope  to  have  all  revisions  done  by 
FY88. 

n.  The  Board  of  Public  Accountants  implemented 
their  Professional  Monitoring  program  during  FY86  by 
hiring  an  enforcement  coordinator.  They  will  be 
establishing  random  checks  of  records  throughout  the 
state  to  monitor  the  profession  by  requiring  permit 
holders  to  submit  the  highest  level  of  report 
issued.  The  program  will  monitor  compliance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  and  accounting 
standards . 

o.  The  Professional  Counselors  were  added  to  the 
Board  of  Social  Workers  in  FY86,  becoming  the  Board 
of  Social  Workers  and  Professional  Counselors. 
Three  counselors  were  added  to  the  board  raising  the 
number  of  board  members  to  seven:  three  counselors, 
three  social  workers  and  a  public  member  who  will  be 
the  chairperson. 
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B.  Objectives; 


1 .  Provide  expanded  and  enhanced  procedures  for 
computerized  automation  of  the  Governor's  Report, 
standardized  forms  and  other  office  material ,  such 
as  complaints,  contested  cases,  and  deposits. 

2.  An  overall  study  of  the  capabilities  of  the 
computer  and  it's  use  in  everyday  office  work  will 
be  evaluated  and  new  programs  implemented. 

3.  The  Board  of  Dentists  promulgated  rules 
concerning  the  administration  of  anesthesia.  Two 
inspection  programs  will  become  effective  with 
inspection  of  facilities  and  licensees  who 
administer  anesthesia. 

4.  The  Board  of  Nursing  will  continue  to  explore 
continuing  competency  requirements  for  licensure  and 
begin  to  develop  a  plan  of  action  in  collaboration 
with  other  interested  groups. 

They  propose  to  adopt  revisions  to  the 
Administrative  Rules  pertaining  to  the  Standards  for 
Montana  Schools  of  Professional  Nursing,  approval  of 
schools  and  school  reports.  They  will  study  the 
need  for  revision  of  Standards  for  Montana  Schools 
of  Professional  Nursing. 

5.  The  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  will  continue  to 
pursue  an  impaired  physician  program. 

6.  The  Board  of  Nursing  will  also  be  addressing  the 
problem  of  impaired  nurses  due  to  an  increase  of 
drug  and  alcohol  abuse  within  the  profession. 

7.  The  Board  of  Realty  Regulations  will  review  the 
use  of  computerized  testing  for  their  salespersons 
and  brokers. 

8.  The  Board  of  Social  Workers  and  Professional 
Counselors  will  work  to  implement  new  rules  for 
Professional  Counselors  and  establish  guidelines  for 
continuing  education.
